The contract. was duly made in accordance with the provisions ‘of this 
law; and, to ‘the extent which the buildings have, been completed, the 
work has been dore, and materials used, according tothe ternis of the 
contract. Mr. Ward was allowed ‘two years in, which to complete said 
buildings; and to be allowed therefor the sum of ‘twenty-three thousand: 
dollars, to he paid in such, sums and at such times as might be necessary 
to aid him in prosecuting and completing’ the work

The additional work shop provided for, has been completed; the old 
smith shop extended seventy-five feót, and the whole building raised to 
two stories high—the roof covered with slate, and otherwise well and 
substantially built. E ^ M. onde d 
The wardeh's house—all except the. plastering; has been completed. 
It. is a neat atid substantial edifice, built of brick, with & slate roof, and 
constructed in accordance with the terms and.stipulations. of the contract 
as based upon the plan agreed про» by the penitentiary committee. 
The additional -sixty-four cells provided for, are in course of son- 
struction. Preparatory thereto, the walls of the main building hav. 
been raised to the réquired height, and about one Half of the roof put 
on. The materials for суыр all the-wotk are on the premises, and 
the work is rapidly progressing. At present rate of progress he cells 
and all the other buildings will be completed by the first of next Sinzch. 
To aid Mr. Ward in constructing, and eompléting this worlr, I have 
certified to him at various times and in various amounts, the aggregate 
sum. of fifteen thousand, and ойе hundred dollars—leaving a balance due 
when the work is compléted of seven thousand and nine hun?reg dol- 
lars—a sum aniply sufficient to guarantee its completion. 
In regard to the “héalth, treatinent and conduct of, the convicts,” 
have to report that their héalth, generally, seems to be abont as good as 
the badly planned:construction and sanitary arrangements of the prison 
will admit of. In this‘eonhection, I would beg leave to suggest te your 
excellency some improvements Which T think would oda much to the 
health, to say nothing of the comfort and convenience of the prisoners. 
The cells are very ‘imperfectly veritilated—so much so us in my judg- 
_ tient, to render heir habitation utterly incompatible with sound health. 
Besides this, they are very danip—especially: the lower tier of cells. 
This 18. occasioned, in a great measuré; by there being no pavement cr 
coveriug of any kind upon thé ground floor of the building, which, in 
` its present condition, авон much of the water used in washing, and. 
wasted bj the convicts in their daily ablutions. These very palpable 
defects, which are owing to no fault’ or negligence on the part of the 
warden, might be easily remedied' by à very simple improvement in the 
ventillating arrangenients of the cells, by covering the ground floor of 
the corridors and lower tier of cells with a layer of hydraulic cement, 
and by providing a wash room for the convicts outside the wally of the 
prison building. on ыл, 
Another very great defect in the sanitary arrangements of the prison 
might be remedied. by contiiving some. plan for carrying off the contin- 
ual accumulations of‘ filth. This could be done by means of a sewer

easily obtained by a very small addition to facilities already existing on

Their conduct is uniformly: good; and this, E take pleasure in saying, is 
to be attributed. entirely to the admirable system of ‘discipline and police: 
which Мг, Ward has adopied tor their management and control.

of asmall library, for Sunday reading, indirectly by administering to 
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the peivations of prison life, would: aid no little, in my opinion, in cons. 
tributing to the. bodily health of the inmates. — 
The treatment of the prisoners enjoying good health, and the discipline 
adopted, is such as to reflect credit upon the keeper. 
But I cannot conclude these remarks’ without observing. that an 
improved ventilation of the cells is an absolute necessity, if the tempo- 
rary imprisonment is not contémplated to result in the absolute execu- 
n of the criminala consigned to the atmosphere.of their now noxious
